Contraindications. Potassium supplements are contraindicated i patients with hyper 
kalemia since a further increase in serum potassium concentration in such patients can 
produce cardiac arrest. Hyperkalemia may complicate any of the following conditions 
Chronic renal failure, systemic acidosis such as diabetic acidosis, acute dehydration 
extensive ussue breakdown as in severe burns, adrenal insufficiency, or the administra 
uon of a potassium sparing diuretic (¢.g.. spironolactone, triamterene ) 

Wax matrix potassium chloride preparations have produced esophageal ulceration in 

ertain cardiac patients with esophageal compression due to enlarged left atrium. Potassium 
supplementation, when indicated in such patients, should be with a liquid preparation 
Warnings: Hyperkalemia—in patients with impaired mechanisms for excreting potas 

sium, the administration of potassium salts can produce hyperkalemia and cardiac ar 
rest. This occurs most commonly in patients given potassium by the intravenous route 
but may also occur in patients given potassium orally Potentially fatal hyperkalemia can 
develop rapidly and be asymptomatic The use of potassium salts in patients with 
chronic renal disease, or any other Condition which impairs potassium excretion, 1¢ 
quires particularly careful monitoring of the serum potassium concentration and appro 
priate dosage adjustment. 

Interaction with Potassium-Sparing Diuretics —tHiypokalemia should not be weated by 
the concomitant administration of potassium salts and a potassium sparing diuretic (e€ g 
spironolactone or triamterene ) since the simultaneous administration of these agents 
can produce severe hyperkalemia 

Gastrointestinal Lesions —Potassium chioride tablets have produced stenouc and/or 
ulcerative lesions of the small bowel and deaths. These lesions are caused by a high 
localized concentration of potassium tun in the region of a rapidly dissolving tablet, 
which injures the bowel wall and thereby produces obstruction hemorrhage, or perto 
ration. Kaon-Cl Tabs (potassium chloride) is a wax matrix tablet formulated to provide a 
controlled rate of release of potassium chloride and thus to minimize the possibility of 
a high local concentration of potassium ion near the bowel wall. While the reported 
frequency of small bowel lesions is much less with wax matrix tablets (less than one 
per 100,000 patient years) than with enteric-coated potassium chloride tablets (40 50 per 
100,000 patient years) cases associated with wax matrix tablets have been reported both 
in foreign countries and in the United States. In addition, perhaps because the wax 
matrix preparations are not enteric-coated and release potassium in the stomach, there 
have been reports of upper gastrointestinal bleeding associated with these products 
The total number of gastrointestinal lesions remains less than one per 100,000 patient 
years. Kaon-Cl Tabs Sfould be discontinued immediately and the possibility of bowel 
obstruction or perforation considered if severe vomiting, abdominal pain, distention, v1 
gastrointestinal bleeding occurs 

Metabolic Acidosis —Hypokalemuia in pauents with metabolic acidosis should be 
treated with an alkalinizing potassium salt such as potassium bicarbonate, potassium cit 
fale, potassium acetate, or potassium gluconate 
Precautions: The diagnosis of potassium depletion is ordinarily made by demonstrating 
hypokalemia in a patient with a clinical history suggesting some cause for potassium 
depletion. In interpreting the serum potassium level, the physician should bear in mind 
that acute alkalosis per se can produce hypokalemia in the absence of a deficit in total body 
potassium while acute acidosis per se can increase the serum potassium concentration 
imo the — range even in the presence of a reduced total body potassium. The 
particularly in the presence of cardiac disease, renal 
disease, or yo requires careful attention to acid-base balance and appropriate monitoring 
of serum electrolytes, the elecirocardiogram, and the clinical status of the patient 
Adverse : The most common adverse reactions to oral potassium salts are 
nausea, vomiting, abdominal discomfort and diarrhea. These sv mptoms are due to irrita 
tion of the gastrointestinal tract and are best managed by diluting the preparation 
further, taking the dose with meals, or reducing the dose 

The most severe adverse effects are hyperkalemia (see Contraindications, Warnings and 
Overdosage ) and gastrointestinal obstruction, bleeding or perforation (see Warnings) 
Ov : The administration of oral potassium salts to persons with normal excre 
tory mechanisms for potassium rarely causes serious hy perkalemia However, if excre 
tory mechanisms are or if p ium is red too rapidiy intravenously 
potentially fatal hyperkalemia om result (see Contraindications and Warnings) It is im 
portant to recognize that mia is usually asymptomatic and may be manifested 
only by an increased serum potassium concentration and characteristic electrocardio 
graphic changes (peaking of T-waves, loss of P wave, depression of S-T segment, and 

prolongation of the QT interval) Late manifestations include muscle paralysis and car 
diovascular collapse from cardiac arrest.

1. Elimination of foods and medications containing potassium and of potassium 

sparing diuretics.

*INDICATIONS—Based on a review of this 
drug by the National Academy of Science- 
National Research Council and/or other in- 
formation, FDA has classified the indication 
as follows: 


“Possibly” effective: For long-term therapy 
of chronic angina pectoris. Prolonged 
therapy may reduce the frequency or elim- 
inate anginal episodes, improve exercise 
tolerance, and reduce nitroglycerin require- 
ments.

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION—The rec- 
ommended dosage is 50 mg (2 tablets) three 
times a day, taken at least one hour before 
meals. In some cases higher doses may be nec- 
essary but a significantly increased incidence 
of side effects is associated with increased dos- 
age. Clinical response may not be evident 
before the second or third month of continuous 
therapy.
